“The railway and 
waterways solicy of the government, 
Mr. Ames, held, was also tending to 
the same end, by improving transpor- 
tation facilitfes, trafeportation bang 
oné of the big problems of the west, 

The member for St, Antcine regard- 
ed the west as demanding much more 
from the government than the east 
did, in fact western demands strong.
